Thaw of Pittsburg, paid a visit to her 
son, Harry K. Thaw, in the Tombs pris- 
on today, where lie is a prisoner accused 
•of the murder of Stanford.White. 


As Mrs. Thaw reached the cell of- her 


son it was seen that her daughter-in-law, 
Mr.-,. Evelyn Nesbit-Thaw, had left tiie 
consulting room and gone to the cell .of 
her husband. When the young wife saw 
the mother approaching, she slowly back- 
ed awny from the cell to a spot some 
fifteen feet down 
the corridor. There 


was no sign of recognition between the 
two. On the mother's ;irrivHl at the cell, 
Keeper John tfniith saw, 'that she was 
honicwhat feeble and opened the door of 
Thaw's cell for the purpose of getting 
out the stool from tiie cell on which she 
might sit during the interview wif.h her 


Bon. 
The mother not knowing the rules 


of the prison upon seeing the door open- 
ed rushed forward'to her son; .In an in- 
stant both her arms were clasped around 


• the neck of lid' son while he with bent 


head clasped his mother to his' breavt. 
Tears streamed from the eyes of both 
mother ami son. There ensued a few 
minutes' silence, .broken 
only 
by 
the 


mother's vrv of "My-boy, .my,.boy.;" 


• BARS 'BETWEEN THEM. 


Keeper Smith stood .with his back 


turned for a short time and then inform' 
.ed Mrs. Tluuv that the prison rules al- 
lowed visitors- to talk to prisoners .only 
with burs'separating them. The mother 
stepped out of the cell, while Smith.shut 
the door .nnd turned the key once more 
en Thiiw. A small stool was then placed 
in front of the coll and Mrs. Thaw took 
her sent on it. nnd continued talking to 
her son for about half an hour. She 
then kissed her sou through the iron 
bars and was taken down stairs, where 
die was'joined by Josiah C. Thaw, who 


hud, 
been waiting for her in the consult- 


ing room. 


CKOWD BLOCKS EGRESS. 


The largest crowd since Thaw was first 


tnlccn to the Tombs had assembled in 
the street outside nnd-the police'made a 
narrow, passageway through it for Mrs. 
Thuw to read) her carriage. 


Her .driver was compelled to force a 


way through the crowd, which fairly 
blocked the street. Mrs.'Thaw was driv- 
en to the ortiec of Clifford \V. Hartridge. 


While the elder Mrs. Thaw was in con- 


versation with her son, bis wife. Evelyn 
Kesbit Tiiaw remained seated in the cor- 
ridor about fifteen feet away from, the 
cell, where she could see mother and son, 
without beinjj seen. 


After the mother's departure, young 


Mrs. Thaw spent a few minute* with her 
husband and then hurried to the ofiicp 
of Mr. Hartridge whero a council was 
held. 


COMPANY "TOO MIXED." 


Mrs. Harry K. Thaw returned to the 


Tombs later, accompanied by Mr. Hnrt- 
ridge and called on her husband. The 
attorney remained 
only a .short time, 


but Mrs; Thaw remained at the cell nliout 
nn hour. Thaw today declined an invita- 
tion by the warden to exercise in the 
prison yard. He said to the warden: 


"It seems to be cooler in here, and if 


it.doesn't make any difference.'I would 
not c»rc to be mi.Ned up with that com- 
pany."

EMERGED FROM THE SMOKE. 


The cause 'of the 
explosion . is 
not 


known. The accident occurred just as 
the men, twenty-five in number, were 
entering the building for today'* work. 
Supt. J. L. Pierce of Wilmington, Del.; 
Wm. Wallace, a laborer, 'and 
George 


Woodisil were first to 'enter the building. 
They had scarcely entered when the ni- 
tro glycerine acid let loose and for fully 
a minute a black cloud of smoke hid the 
killed and injured from view. Then one 
by one the less injured came out of the 
pall of smoke and each dashed back- in 
search , of -their companions. The muti- 
lated. .body of Supt.. Pieree was 
found 


where hc^ad'Tallen; inside the ficutraliz- 
ing building, -and close -beside him were-' 
'found Wallace and Woodisil torn and 
disfigured. 


NO OTHER VICTIMS FOUND. 


Coming from all 
directions 
of the 


plant, the employes of .the twenty-five 
buildings crowded to the scene of the Oc- 
cident and a hasty search was made for 
other victims, but without result. Fire 
had broken out at several phices nmongst 
the debris of the wrecked buildings, but 
this was speedily subdued by the •work- 


men.

An examination of the" other building; 


on the premises showed that not one of 
the twenty-five had escaped some dam- 
ago. 


DAMAGE IN ASHLAND. •' 


Tiie scene of the accident is ' seven 


miles from Ashland and the force of the 
explosion was' plainly felt here. Large 
plntc glass windows were shattered in 
Ashlands main" streets, dishes rattled and 
lighter dwellings vibrated for fully 
a 


minuto after the nitro glycerin had ex- 
ploded. 


Supt. J. L. Pierce, whose home is at 


Wilmington, Del., and who came to Wis- 
consin to take charge of , the Atlantic 
namite company's plant is well known as 
a chemist and powder maker, he having 
previously been engaged in the same oc- 
cupation at various points throughout 
the country. He enjoyed an extensive ac- 
quaintance in the trade -and particular- 
ly in New England. 
The financial loss 


will not be heavy, approximating $5,500 
on buildings and machinery destroyed.

The naturalization laws of the United 


States have until lately been more of u 
menace to the people than of a blessing. 
Thsrc has bedn some justification in the 
statement, made by prominent woman 
s,uffritgis.ts, Hint American born nnd bred 
intelligent women are not entitled to 
cast their vote while the often ignorant, 
even, illiterate immigrant, after having 
been here one year, comes into posses- 
sion of this, the most precious of all 
rights in a free and popularly governed 
country. 


It is also known how scandalous trans- 


actions have been made in various parts 
of the country whereby newcomers in 
*(*mc illegal manner or other have been 
induced to take out their first papers in 
order to be in a position to vote for the 
candidate who pays the fee—and other 
incidental expenses. 


Our national lawmakers at last luivc 


heeded the appeals from 
the country, 


and the result is a new naturalization 
law, which will in many instances effect 
sweeping changes, and yet at the .same 
time, nil deserving foreigners, ciiming to 
this shore who may be honest and desire 
to become American citizens.,, will have 
the fullest opportunity to ' enjoy that 
privilege which a native American does. 


REGISTRY OF ALIENS. 


The new law requires that a close rec- 


ord be kept of every individual alien ar- 
riving at Amci-ictui ports, 
giving, full 


description of his appearance, his age, 
height, weight, color, complexion, occu- 
pation, last, address previous to arrival 
in the United States, name of the ship 
aboard which he comes, etc.,'etc. 


In order that an alien may become a- 


citizen of the United States, the follow- 
ing order must be complied with to the 
letter: 
He must on outh •declare before 


authorized courts that it is-his bona fide 
intention to become. a citizen of the 
country and to forever renounce his al 
legianee to any foreign prince, potentate, 
or government. This must be: done at 
least two years previous to liis admis- 
Bion. 


STOPS FRAUD AT ELECTION. 


In the petition to the government for 


citizenship there are a number of other 
important factors to consider, which can- 
not be exhaustively dealt with-ip a dajly 
newspaper. 


The law sets forth that "no person 


shall be naturalized nor shall any. certnv 
C4itc of naturalization be issued by any 
court within thirty dnys preceding the 
holding of any general election within it? 
territorial jurisdiction." 


No person, who is a disbeliever in or 


an opponent to organized government, 
nnd no person who is a polyganiist, can 
he made a citizen of the United .States. 
Thus, anarchists are explicitly demanded 
to refrain from application for-citizen- 
ship.

MUST SPEAK'ENGLISH. 


The most sweeping departure in the 


new law perhaps is the requirement that 
no person who is unable to apeak the 
English language, can be a. citizen. -.This 
is a very good provision, -and .deserves 
praise from the people at lafgf. There

feature about 
it—-it 


bhould have been made long ago. 


A declaration of intention to become 


n citizen must be made, and new blanks 
have been designed, 
for 
this purpose. 


Then a petition for naturalization iiuist 
bo made and subscribed to, according to 
•the detailed requirements of the some- 
what complicated law. 


VALIDITY OF FIRST PAPERS. 


As, the present form for the declara- 


tion of intention to become naturalized 
does not contain any reference, to age, 
occupation, place of birth, date;of arriv- 
al in the country, and name ofTship, etc., 
and as all this information must bo sub- 
mitted to the officials' according tO the 
new law, some are inclined to think the 
already issued first papers invalid, as the 
new law goes into effect September 29th. 
Thoy'hold that the suffrage right .bestow- 
ed upon aliens at tho time of the issu- 
ance of their first must become void and 
minified. The new law requires eertniu 
answers by the applicant which nre not 
demanded by the law now in vogue. 


In the meanwhiUs it is oviileut from a 


passage in the new law .tliut this .cannot 
be done, but that the man who already 
holds his first papers, will continue to re- 
tain his suffrage right, for. the law says 
explicitly: "That the requirements.,of 
this section (i^ec. 8) -.shall not. apply;'to 
any alien who has prior to the passage 
of "this .act declared hi*, intention t*>^-be- 
come a citizen of, the United States,'in 
conformity with the law,in force at the 
date of making such, declaration." 


On this point there seems;to.be-no,ne- 


cewity of misunderstanding, so if this 
£Mt ol thy law iu 


preted, there needs be no apprehension 
on the part of those who already hold j-. 
their' first papers. They will, on 
the 


basis:of these, be giveirthc second paper* 
in due time."

"This is the worst -part of it all,".said 


Mrs. Thaw as she-,.stood waiting for the 
police to restore order. "If I could only 
avoid that seemingly hard-hearted crowd 
of 'rubber necks,' do you call them?—com- 
ing down here would-not be so-bad. They 
seem to me to gloat over my misery, es- 
pecially those women." Then through 
a narrow passageway guarded by police- 
men she made her way to her cab.

Rose Reynolds of Muskegon, Mich., wife 
of Walter Reynolds, at the head of tho 
Racine Boat company, her Main street 
property, for ,$1 nnd other considerations, 
there being a clause that she could reside 
in the house as long as she lived. 


BILL NEVER RENDERED. 


' It appears that the care of Mrs. Per- 


rett at the Northern asylum was charg- 
ed to Racine county. She came to the 
Racine county insane asylum last month, 
and the -superintendent of the • asylum: 
and trustees looked up the records to as- 
certain whetker she was a county charge, 
or expenses otherwise paid. The county, 
of course had paid the charges. The sup-! 
erintendent of the state hospital, -hadj 
never rendered a bill to Mr. Reynolds or: 
his wife, neither have the superintendent' 
and trustees of the asylum, or the conn-. 
ty clerk, so that there was no way' 
whereby Mr. and Mrs. lieynoldB couldj 
have paid the bill, not knowing what iti 
was. 
Friends of Mr. Reynolds state 


that there it, not the slightest doubt, but 
that if the bill of expense was submit- 
ted to him every month, six months, 
year, or as the rules apply, he would 
have promptly paid the amount. 


HER ATTIRE IS ALL RIGHT.-

'chamber of deputies met at nine in the 
morning for the purpose of hastening1 


the parliamentary proceedure and War 
Minister Etienne immediately presented 
two government bills, one raising Cap- 
tain Dreyfus to the rank of major of ar-^ 
tillery, and the other promoting Col. Pic-' 
ijusut to that of brigadier general. M.; 


Etienne asked for speedy action, adding; 
that it was the government's intention 
to inscribe Dreyfus' name on the list of 
candidates for the cross of the legion of 
honor. This announcement brought out 
a storm of applause. The bills were re- 
ferred to the army commission which at 
once went into session, approved them 
and drafted strong, favorable reports, 
which will be debated later. It is ex- 
pected that both bills will become law 
before tha close of the day.- 
•

party. 


DISOBEDIENCE COST LIVES. 


Near the end of the day the guardian 


left to take a complaining baby home, 
"Don't go near the water," were her last 
words to the children. They promised— 
but they went, with shoes and stockings 
off, carefully at first. Then one , the 
youngeht, went too- far. 
Another tried 


to save her. 


Thus they died, vainly trying to save 


each other. When the last of her friends 
had gone down and the surface of the 
treacherous pool was still again, she who 
had watched it all helplessly ran away 
from the spot screaming the tragedy. 


GIVE LIVES FOR ONE ANOTHER. 
First Ruth Klersey went to the end of 


the bar and saw the water was deep. 


She warned her playmates, but little 


laughing Lucille Sweeting failed to un 
derstand and ran to the end of the sand 
bar. Her laugh changed to a scream of 
terror as she slid down its treacherous 
eide into saven feet of water. Her sis- 
ter, Hazel, rushed to her aid, leaned far 
down to reach the child, dipped, and fell. 


Then little Gladys made the hopeless 


effort. While one of the Coyle children 
held her she tried to reach the two girls 
struggling in the pool. She did reach 
them, but at that moment the sand slip- 
ped again.,0ne by one the other children 
tried and one by one they slipped ii un 
til only Ruth Klersey was left on the 
bar. Her terror was too great for ac- 
tion. She stood transfixed, watching the 
piteous 
efforts of her companions 
to 


climb up the slippery sand, which gave 
no foothold. 


As their strength gave out the child- 


ren sank and died, the oldest and strang- 
est girls fighting longest for life. But at 
last it was all over. The pool was still 
and none of the children in it moved or 
screamed. Then Ruth turned and fled. 


DRAGGED TWO OUT LIFELESS. 


• A few minutes later she rushed up to 
the Sweeting house, weeping and scream- 
ing that her friends were drowning. Mrs. 
Coyle, dropping her sick baby upon the 
lawn, ran madly to the pool; to find its 
surface marked with bubbles and sun 
bonnete. Groping in the water with her 
arms as she laid prostrate on the bar 
she caught hold of two pinafores and 
dragged their wearers out, but they were 
asleep for the last time, their little limbs 
twisted with the final struggle. 


SIX BODIES RECOVERED. 


Tho river bank was soon crowded with 


tearful neighbors, and in a short time all 
of the bodies were recovcr,;d with the 
exception of Clara Usher, who, it is be- 
lieved, drifted out into the swift current 
in the middle and was carried away. 


Men wept aa well as women when they 


saw the children stretched out in a row 
on the bar that lured them to their 
doom. The march back to the^Sweeting 
home was the most tragic funeral proees- 
sion .ever seen in this city.

After considering the matter for 
some time, tho board decided to reduce 
the assessments to $300,000, an increase 
of $20,000 over last year. 


THIRTY MINUTE SERVICE.

cal lines of the railway. He inquired of 
Mayor Ncbon if the city intended to 
grant the company the new franchises on 
certain streets and if so it was the in- 
tention of the Milwaukee Electric Railr 
way & Light Co., to put on a thirty min- 
ute service between Racine and Kenosha, 
which is at present one hour.

It seems to him clear 
that it would be against public policy 
and the best inttrests of thu naval ser- 
vice, and more especially, would serious- 
ly nfleet the assurance of good results 
a'nd expeditious delivery of materials un- 
der this- particular contract, if the pov- 
crnment were to find itself obliged, to 
trust to a single armor plant to supply 
its needs, all American competitors Hav-
